The  failure  of  Congress  to  malce  the  necessary  appropriation 
to  carry  out  the  Pux-nell  corn  horer  control  act  will  not    affect  in 
any  v/ay  the  program  of  quarantine,  control  and  research  work  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  for  which  $1,257,580  was  appropriated  dur- 
ing the  recent  session  of  Congress. 

The  quarantine  and  control  work  will  "be  carried  on  hy  a  new 
unit  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Con- 
trol Adiuini  strati  on.    The  appropriation  makes  $887,660  availahle  for 
this  work. 

The  quarantine  will  "be  strictly  enforced  over  the  entire  in- 
fested area  including  parts  or  all  of  13  States. 

To  properly  determine  the  quarantine  area  each  year,  very 
careful  scouting  is  necessary.    Over  the  entire  "border  area  and  for 
several  miles  heyond  the  furthest  discovery  of  "borers,  the  scouts 
search  for  any  trace  of  "borers  during  the  late  sumer  and  fall. 

The  Federal  Government  will  cooperate  with  the  States  in 
clesning  up  isolated  infestations  outside  the  general  quarantine 
area  and  sections  of  especially  heavy  infestations  in  river  valleys 
leading  out  of  infested  territory.

Investigations  on  parasites  y;hich  will  prey  on  corn  horers  are 
going  ahead  at  the  European  lahoratory  located  at  Hyeres,  France.    As  a 
result  of  this  work,  335,000  parasites  representing  12  different  species 
have  heen  sent  to  Am.erica  from  Europe.    This  year,  a  survey  of  corn-horer 
conditions  throughout  Central  Europe  will  he  completed.    After  preliminary 
investigation,  the  hunt  for  effective  parasites  in  the  Orient  is  heing  put 
on  a  definite  working  hasis  this  year.

TOJDER  THE  PURNELL  ACT 

To  enahle  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  function  under  the 
act,  in  case  Congress  appropriates  funds  along  the  lines  proposed  in  the 
resolution  presented  in  the  last  Congress,  it  will  he  necessary  for  the 
States  involved  to  issue  regulations  early  enough  for  farmers  in  the  con- 
trol area  to  receive  adequate  ws.rning  not  to  sow  small  grains  in  fields 
containing  cornstalks  and  stuhhle.    The  resolution  stipulated  that  adequate 
regulations  he  promulgated  hy  all  the  States  involved  and  that  assurance  of 
the  satisfactory  enforcement  of  these  regulations  he  given  hefore  the  Depart- 
ment hegins  any  work  under  the  act , 
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Under  tlie  program  proposed  by  the  departraent  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  1928  act,  the  control  work  would  hegin  on  the  margin 
of  the  infested  area  nearest  the  great  Corn  Belt  and  extend  hack  into 
the  more  heavily  infested  territory  as  far  as  funds  virould  permit.  The 
regulatory  zone  would  include  approximately  2,500,000  acres  of  corn 
land  in  Indiana,  Michigan  and  Ohio,  heginning  with  the  furthest  west- 
ward advance  of  the  corn  horer,  as  disclosed  hy  the  1928  survey.  The 
control  area  prohahly  v/ould  include  all  of  the  borer  advance  discovered 
in  1928,  the  advance  recorded  in  1927,  and  some  parts  of  the  older  in- 
fested territory  in  Ohio,  Michigan,  and  Indiana. 


A  series  of  seven  posters  illustrating  corn  borer  control 
measures  have  been  prepared  by  the  corn  borer  information  service 
and  is  now  available.    These  posters  are  being  distributed  through 
the  extension  editors  of  the  various  States  for  display  in  banks, 
storerooms,  offices  and  other  places  where  they  will  come  to  the 
attention  of  the  farmers. 

Small  reproductions  of  the  posters  are  being  sent  to  the 
county  agents  and  agricultural  teachers  in  each  of  the  corn  borer 
states  with  the  request  that  they  state  the  approximate  number  of 
sets  they  v;ill  need.    The  Posters  are  18  by  24  inches  and  arranged 
in  sequence.    As  the  edition  is  small,  it  is  desired  to  place  each 
set  where  it  can  bo  used  advantageously. 


INTEEESTING  EXPEI^UCEWTS 

Some  interesting  experiments  are  being  conducted 
in  the  storage  of  cornstalks,  anticipating  their 
coiTiraercial  utilization.    The  stalks  are  stored  mider 
various  conditions  of  exposure  to  temperature  and 
moisture,  under  different  fari'a  conditions,  and  also 
baled,  shredded  and  processed  by  various  methods. 
The  effect  upon  the  corn-borer  population  is  then 
observed.
